to Import Arms 


Developments in Situation Tend to Emphasize a Purpose to 
Refuse Any Acts of New Mexican Congress—Huerta 
Will Declare Late Election Null and Void. 


Washington, Nov. 11—Developments 
in the Mexican situation here yester- 
day tended to emphasize a purpose on 
the part of the Washington department 
to refuse any of the.acts of the new 
Mexican congress and brought — to 
light the fact that serious consideration 
was being given by President Wilson 
to the question of permitting exporta- 
tions of arms to all factlons in the 
southern republic, 

Secretary Bryan had a long confer- 
ence with Senor Algara, charge d'af- 
faires of the Mexican embassy, during 
which it is understood he said the 
United States considered the election 
of congressmen equally. as invalid as 
the voting for president and vice-pre- 
sident. Mr. Bryan summoned the 
ministers from five central American 
countries and outlined to them in gen- 
eral what had been done by the Unit- 
ed States in its diplomatic parleys with 
the Huerta government. Luter,he an- 
nounced that he also had been in com- 
munication with the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the Muropean powers und 
had informed them in general terms of 
the steps taken by the United States 
thus far, 


Send Long Despatches. 


It was reported that some of these 
diplomats transmitted long despatches 
to their home governments yesterday, 
describing the situation as approach- 
ing closer to a complete break in rela- 
tions between the United States and} 
Mexico than at any time since the 
Mexican problem became troublesome. 

The state department made public 
Huerta’s statement to the diplomatic 
corps in, Mexico City at midnight last 
Saturday, the burden of which was 
that the presidential election would be 
declared null and yold, but that the 
newly elected members of congress | 
would soon be installed; that the na- 
tional legislature would soon resume 
the legislative powers which General 
Huerta had seen fit to assume during 
the interim between the arrest of the 
deputies for sedition and the indue- 
tion of the new members of congress. 


Huerta’s Defense.

“They will be read throughout tie 
empire with heartfelt satisfaction and 
we are confident that this satisfaction 
will not be less deep or general across 
the Atlantic.

States is under no illusion as to the 


| prospect of armed intervention, which 


the president still hopes to ayoid, but 
he desires to. vindicate the principle of 
representative and constilutional gov- 
ernment. The policy of retognizing as 
president any successful adventurer is 
regarded as a mistaken policy, which 
only places a premium on revolution- 
ary outbreaks, which are likely to 
cease once it becomes known that the 
United States will not tolerate any such 
system in central or South America. 

“Thongh this policy may be deemed 
idealistic and unpractical in) Europe 
the people of the United States are 
earnestly agreed upon it, and if force {s 
inevitable to secure its approval force 
will be employed, after which 
whieh will be left to govern itself in ac- 
cordance with constitutlonal precepts.” 

Commenting editorially on the state- 
ment, the Times says: 

“The matter is no direct concern of 
Creat Britain and there will be no de- 
sire here to cavil at any steps Presi- 
dent Wilson and his government may 
think. necessary to secure good gov- 
ernment in Mexico.” 


Advises Retirement. 

Paris, Nov. 11—General Porfirio 
Diaz has advised General Huerta to 
retire from the presidency of Mexico, 
Two friends of General ~Diaz, each 
acting separately and by authorization 
of the ex-president sent telegrams to 
Oenerea] Huerta last week to this effect.

Diaz said that in the present situation

In Keeping with a system that has long prevailed in 
jlmost every department of the city’s service, the executive 
has once again disregarded all claims of seniority and time- 
‘tried faithfulness on the part of those already employed, and 
his gone outside the service altogether to find a man for one 
of its higher oflices, this time a deputy-chief for the police 
department,

SU CGE SS |] MPOSSIBL E UPON 
BASIS OF INEQUALITY. 


The Saskatchewan legislature opens with the demand for 
control of the natural resources as the main feature in the 
speech from the throne. At the Ottawa conference of 
premiers, recites the speech, this question was brought directly 
lo the attention of the premier of the dominion by the premiers 
of the prairie provinces, but the results of the conference were 
not such as to indicate that there is any occasion for immediate 
hope that the resources will be handed over to the provinces 
of Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

In the meantime, British Columbia, which owns its re- 
sources, realized last year three million dollars revenue from 
its forests alone, with other natural resources contributing 
hugely to the cost of building the roads, trails and bridges 
necessary to make the settlement of the country possible. 

For the purpose of building the roads necessary to open 

up the country tosoccupation by the agriculturalist, Alberta 
has quite as great need as has British’ Cohtimbia for the revenue 
derivable from the natural resources. But-while the basis of 
confederation places these resources in the hands of British 
Columbia it-refuses to place Alberta upon the same footing. 

This is the specific illustration of the situation to which 
Premier Sifton referred when he declared that confederation 
could hot he made a success upon a basis of inequality,

A bill passed at the last session of the legislature provides 
for the initiative and referendum, the legislation being subject 
to the accep ince of the electors by majority vote in a poll in 
which 30 per cent. of the total vote is cast, a provision which 
culls for a referendum on the referendum, 

While the percentage of votes cast required is large, it is 
scarcely probable that the farmers’ organizations so intensely 
interested in direct legislation will fail to get out the necessary 
30 per cent. 

But the most interesting feature of the situation which 
develops through the submission Of the question is the attitude 
of the conservatives. In Manitoba, R. P. Roblin expressed 
ihe conservative attitude by declaring that direct legislation 
was a cheap Yankee fad. in the Alberta legislature the con- 
servative Cpposition took the attitude that the measure of 
direct legislation enacted by the government of this province 
did not meet their views through its failure to go far enough. 

These two diametrically opposed attitudes left the elector 
somewhat in doubt as to Which was truly the conservative 
attitude, The matter has now been cleared up, however, 2 
the attitude of the conservatives in Saskatchewan.

CLINICAL CONGRESS 


Describes New Method of Per- 
forming Delicate Gasserian 
Ganglion Operatior. 
ENGLISH SURGEON STRUCK 

BY CLINICAL MATERIAL 


Americans Live Faster and Ac- 


complish as Much as They}. 


Do in Great Britain, 


Chicago, Nov, 11.—The clinical con- 
eress of surgeons last night heard Vrof. 
Harvey Cushing, of Harvard, describe 
anew method of performing a 2asser- 
ian ganglion operation, one of the most 
delicate and dangerous in surgery, The 
susserian ganglion, or group of neryes 
is situated on the sides of the head next 
to the brain, and when disturbed causes 
a violent neuralgia which often drives 
the patient to suicide, Prof. Cushing 
said, : 

In a brief address Sir Rickman God- 
lee, of London, said he was struck by 
the enormous amount of clinical ma- 
terial in your hospitals, 

“Toanmt particularly impressed by the 
methodical way by which matters in 
American hospitals are handled,” he 
suid. “You live faster in America but 
you are accomplishing as much as we 
are in England.” 

Dr, Hurnay MacLaren, of Montreal, 
president of the Canadian Medical as- 
sociation, said that Canadian surgeons 
looked to and received from the Ani- 
erican surgeons information and cour- 
lesy. 

Canadian Sentiment. 

“Canada may not care for reciprocity 
in trade, but it wants the closest in- 
teriningling of people,” he asserted. “It 
is our hope that this congress will 
cement our friendship and lead us to 
complete sympathy and understanding 
between the United States and the 
British Empire,” 

After his installation as president of 
the congress, Dr. George Emerson 
Brower, of New York, read a prelimin- 
ary report on a new method of pyloric 
closure in Gastro enterostomy, In ex- 
perimenting on dogs, Dr. Brower has 
used an aluminum ring in closing the 
pyloris. He has not had an opportunity 
to apply his method to Wwiman subjects 
but svill not hesitate to do so, when the 
patient appears, he said.

Must Hinder Completion 

The comparatively small number of 
men still left on the work and the de- 
lays occasioned this summer through 
failure to land cargoes will undoubt- 
edly seriously delay the completion of 
the railway and of the terminal facill- 
ties, The report brought back by the 
men on the steamer Alcazar is char- 
acteristic of much of the misimanage- 
ment of the past summer, The steam- 
fer was chartered to carry a valuable 
cargo of 1,500,000 of white pine from 
Port Arthur, Texas, to Port Nelson; 
after a long and trying voyage, with 
its uninsured cargo, the Alcazar ar- 
rived off Port Nelson, only to find that 
} no provision had been made for light- 
ering the cargo ashore, After a pro- 
fitless and dangerous wait of months 
off the harbor, the steamer was obliged 
to turn around and come all the way 
back to North Sydney again. <A = por- 
tion of the deck load was thrown over- 
board before leaving and, according 
to last reports, it was drifting in and 
out of the estuary at the mouth of the 
river, with every -tide. The govern- 
ment chartered the steamer at a cost 
of $35,000 for the round trip, with an 
additional amount of $250 per day to 
the owners dating from September 1. 
The cost of the vessel to the owners 
was $80,000. The cargo has now been 
unloaded at North Sydney and will be 


stored there till winter. 
A similar fate befell the steamer 
Alette, which also carried a valuable 


cargo of timber. On the other steam- 
ers there were lighter cargoes and for 
the most part they were lightered with 
great difficulty, and after long delay. 

It took the Boethic under the in- 
adequate facilities provided, 21 days 
to unload. The Alette ran ashore at 
the mouth of the river, but got off 
again without damage. As has already 
been reported, the steamer  Cearenz 
was wrecked 20 miles off the port and 
now lies submerged at high tide with 
wireless equipment and other supplies 
for the port. Captain Howard, who 
came back on the Boethiec, reports that 
he is not afraid of an investigation, 
as to the causes of the wreck, but 
does not think that the government 
will request one, in view of the state

With 
three of four good sized ships wait- 
Ing, their chances of being unloaded 
in less than two or three months,'are 
very scant. The steamer Alcazar left 
Port Nelson with 90 per cent of her 
cargo on board on September 22, af- 
ter having been at the port since June 
12, The steamer <Alette must also 
leave port with her cargo on board, 
so can imagine the system that exists 
there up to the present day. Things 
are also certainly at their worst in the 
handling of provisions and the hous- 
ing of the workmen at Port Nelson. 
ood and provisions in every shape 
and form can be found- lying in hears 
at the merey of all weathefs, coal 
heaped upon an open field, only the 
fore perishable goods such as_ flour, 
ete, being protected by heavy can- 
vas. This means that there are thous- 
ands of dollars’ worth of provisions, 
which are found practically useless 
within a period of a week or two and 
condemned to the scrap heap.” 
Bad Living Conditions. 

Referring to living conditions the 
steward continues: “One finds men 
sleeping wherever they can get shel- 
ter, some are fortunate enough to have 
secured bunks at the Logwood bunk 
houses. ‘The others are left to the 
mercy of the tents, most of them find 
shelter upon the board floors of any 
place that has a roof to it. During 
Sept. 21, 22 and 23 most of the labor- 
ers were on strike and the work at 
a standstill. Eighty to 100 secured 
passage on the steamer Boethie for 
return to Halifax.”

OF DAY OF FUNDY 


Penned Up in) That Small 
| Space It ls Simply Un- 
controllable, 


The ocean is mighty enough when it 
has freeplay over. a —-million square 
miles, Penned in a narrow funnel it 
js simply incontrollable, and manifests 
its fretful rage in a number of extru- 
ordinary phenomena of alarming pro- 
portions. Such a funnel ‘is the cele- 
brated Bay of Fundy, which stané@s in 
our school geographies as the region of 
the highest tides on earth. The bore 
of the Bay of Fundy is reckoned, with 
the Falls of Niagara, the inertia of the 
Sargasso Sea, and the double tides of 
the solent, among the watery wonders 
of the world; and if the tremendous 
rise and fall of that Atlantic backwater 
are not perhaps quite so appalling in 
reality as travelers have described 
them, something must be, allowed for 
the glamour of retrospect, since -these 
matters are rarely written of on the 
spot. 

I confess that when I left the train 
at Moncton for the purpose of seeing 
the tidal bore in a full July moonlight 
I was filled with a Nvely apprehension 
offering on the brink of a tremendous 
experience. I had read—who has not? 
—of the little crowd of sightseers wait- 
ing on the quay, straining thelr eyes 
out into the darkness toward the ocean 
theh United States the Philippines we 


over long uncovered mudflats; 
then, their ears filled with the roar of 
gathering waters, only. restraining 


themselves with difficulty from fleeing 
{Inland as the dreadful wal of water 
cane sweeping up the bay and into 
the Petitcodiac river, even as the Red 
Sea, swept over the legions of the 
Iegyptians. Familiarity with many 
seas in many moods gave me confid- 
ence that I should disgrace myself by 
no such precipitate flight; but that, 
even if all the rest deserted the wharf 
at the first glimpse of the oncoming 
| flood, I should stand firm, What anti- 
climax awaited me I ttle realized! 
For I vow that as I saw !t that still 
‘summer night, with a great full moon 
hanging like a lamp in the cloudless 
Sanadian sky, there was nothing more

any day at Barmouth when a spring- 
tide flows {n beneath the viaduct. 1 
was assured ,of course, that this was 
an exceptionally poor tide ,and tit for 
one to enjoy the full effect it 1s nec- 
essary that a strong wind should blow 
down-stream and gead the hurrying 
waters to a greater display of temper. 
This is as it may he, but the fact re- 
mains that a housecat might have sat 
on that qnay contentedly watching 
that over-rated bore. 

Yet apart from the mere sensation, 
which will be sought.in vain, the con- 
trast between high and low water at 
Moncton fs sufficiently startling; and 
the visitor comparing the mudflats, 
ag seen in the light of day, 
water enough to float‘a cork ,with the 
roaring: river which five minutes later 
{ls the banks, and which would bear 
on its broad bosom anything short of 
a Dreadnought fur into the level coun- 
try inland, has no difficulty in believing 
in the recorded difference of forty or 
fifty feet in the tital level of those 
rivers which lose themselves in the 
Bay of Fundy. As was only to be 
expected of such violent movement, 
with its accompanying erosion, the 
banks with every rock in the channel, 


svimiming-bath, and the water was so 
inwregnated with the detritus as to 
be dirticr than I had seen since I 
stood beside the sacred Jordan, 
navigation of sucha river would 
madness save for these who know its 
vagaries; yet tlie popular idea, thanks 
to those hastily written text-books, 
ascribes the same Insecurity to. the 
whole of the Pay of Fundy, which, on 
the contrary, [ have crossed in a 
smull steamer, from Digby, (N.S.) to 
St. John, the commercial capital of 
Now Brunswick, no more evidence of 
tide or anger than might be ancoun- 
tered any fine day between Bovrne- 
mouth and the Isle of Wight. It is all 
a question of restraint, Near Its mouth 
the Ray of Fundy is a lamb; but in 
its narrower limits it is a Hon. It 
behaves, in short ,much as does steam 
in a boiler, and the VPetiteodiac, at 
Moneton, is one of its safety+valves. 
There are others, for the river-bore 
at Moncton, whilo perhaps the most 
written about, is by no means the only 
eccentricity ofthis imprisoned ocean. 
Down tn the smiling Annapolis valley, 
in Novn Scotia, whieh poetic folk pre- 
fer to know as the “Land of Evatgel- 
ine,” the train running dally from 
Halifax to Digby, and carrying its 
crowd of tourists, who gaze through 
misty eyes at the alleged willows and 
well of Grand Pre, mako a short stop 
at Windsor, If the tide Is high, pas- 
sengers look out upon a splendid river 
thronged with boats and suggesting 
a Turner effect on the lower Thames, 
If it is low they see a dreary expanse 
of deserted mud ,not unlike a view at 
Brightlingsea or Barking under like 
conditions, a dreadful picture of deso-

lation whieh made one American tray- 
eler writo home that the river at 
Windsor would fulfil all that had been 
written in its prafse if only there were 
any Water in it. Unfortunately the 
train stays only a few moments at 
Windsor, so that, short of breaking ibe 
journey at a not deeply interesting 
spot ,travelers have no opportunity of 
appreciating the difference between 
the empty mudflats and the busy 
harbor, with a forest of masts where 
vessels are loading or unloading in the 
brief space in which they can float 
upricht.

Cross Gies Ritchie Desperate

New York, Noy. 11.- Willie. Ritehie, 
Hgehtiwelght champion of the world, de- 
feated Leach Cross, of this city, In a 
10 round bout which went the Hmit at 
Madison Square Garden last night.

It looked in this round as if Ritchie 
would win easily, but Cross was full of 
fight and his power of recuperation 
surprised the western boy as well as 
the spectators, 

From the fourth round to the end of 
jthe Seventh, Cross received lots of 
punishment, but he kept Ritchie busy | 
and the fight all through was hard and | 
fast. Cross apparently did not mind | 
the stiff Jabs he was receivins, coa- | 
tenting himself with walting to use nis | 
deadly right swing, A chance to do so, | 
however, never came. 

The eighth round was where Cross | 
showed to the best advantage. lie!

Ausiralian Post Office Tied up 
_on Account of Novel Scheme 
to Aid Hospital, 


or so ago, & man 
named Griffin, mayor of a small town 
in New South Wales, Australia, started 
a chain letter in the name’ of his 
daughter, with the idea of endowing 
a hospital with the proceeds. The plan 
was to construct a 180-link chain by 


Sixteen 


; Miss Griffin wriling to three of her 
‘friends and asking them to send her 


ten used postage stumps, and also ask- 
ing them each to write to three of 
their friends to do the same. The idea 
Was. eventually to.sell the cancellei 
stunps received toa stamp dealer for 
re-sale to collectors, and-to use the 
money thus gained for the hospifal. 
The first three recipients numbered 
their letters No, 1, the second nine 
numbered theirs No. 2, the third 27 
numbered their No, 8 and so on. With 
the 180th multiple, the chain was «uto- 
matically to cease. 

But ‘the originator evidently went 
into the matter wholly without con- 


sidering the results of this arithwe- 


tical progression, As the scheme went 
into effect, it gradually came to the 
notice of people all over the world. 


In 1905 an article in the Londen 


Spectator, by some one who had fis- 
ured up the possibilities, claimed to 


show that there would not be enouch 


writing paper-in the world to supply 
the letters by the time the 180th series 
was reached. It figured that up to the 
twentieth link the number of letters 
would amount to over five billion, and 
that there would not be enough stamps 
in the world to complete the thirtieth 
link. 

Up to six years ago, it is reported 
that over 2,000,000 letters had been re- 
ceived. Until 1902, the letters were 
opened by Miss Griffin, her father and 
his employees, and the contents: sold 
to dealers and the proceeds turned 
over to the St, George's Cottage Hos- 
pital, near Sydney, New South Wales. 
At last the letters became too num- 
erous for them to handle, «The post- 
office was over-burdened, in. spite of 
many additional clerks just to handle 
this mail. Sixty-five mail bags fuil 
of letters had to be stored in a base- 
ment unopened, although the post of- 
fice department was crippled for want 
of mail bags. This lot was sold just 
as it came, unopened, to a stamp deal- 
er for about $275, and later sold by him 
in quantities of 100 and 1,000 letters to 
collectors in Australia and the Uni- 
ted States,

WIIl Take Place Next Week at

The official opening of the provincial 
schools of agriculture will take place 
next week. The opening exercises in 
connection with the Vermilion school 
will take place at Vermilion, Monday, 
November 17th; Claresholm, Wednes- 
day, November 19th; and at Olds, Fri- 
day, November 21st.
